Contracts to the amount of $189,000 were 
@warded yesterday to Atlanta contractors 
for the building of officers’ quarters and 
barracks for the government at Fort Me- 
Pherson. 

These contracts were awarded on bids 
réceived in the office of Captain Buck, 
the quartermaster of the Sixteenth United 
States stationed at this 
army post, and according to 
provisions by law must be signed within 
the next ten days. The contracts also 
provide that the entire work must be 
completed within one year after their be- 
ing awarded, or July 27, 194. 

For t 1 douwble barracks, one bachelor 
Officers’ quarters and one field officers’ 
quarters, contracts amounting to over 
$145,000, were awarded to Nicholas Ittner. 
A contract for one double set of officers’ 
quarters, amounting to $19,000, 
hecker. For plumbing. heating and gas 
piping. amounting to $25,040, to the Ferrell 
Heating and Plumbing Company. The 
quarters for the non-commissioned officers 
were not accepted on the ground that 
they were excessive. 

The pians for the barracks, each to ac- 
commedate 160 men, and all of the officers’ 
quarters are all according to the Jatest de- 
signs of the government and will be some-

Prisoners Brought Into Court

Cynthiana, Ky., July 27.—Curtis Jett 
and Thomas White, charged with the 
Marcum assassination, were brought into 
court this morning guarded by six dep- 
uty sheriffs. Many visitors are in the 
city and the court room was packed.

Attorneys 
for the defense filed a plea against the 
jurisdiction of the court on the ground 
that the special term would make one 
more than is provided for by the statutes.

But Despite Failures Stock 
Market Showed Improvement, 


E. 8S. Hooley & Co., of New York, and 
William Bassett, of Boston, Go 
Under—Liabilities of New 
York Firm Is About 
$3,000,000. 


New York, July 27.—In spite of, or 
probably because of, two additiona! fail 
ures on the stock exchange—E. 8S. Hooley 
& Co. and William Bassett, of Boston— 
today's stock market showed very gener- 
al improvement and the sityation as a 
whole was viewed with more cheerful- 
ness. 

The Hooley failure was regarded as an 
inevitable segue] to that of W. L. Stowe 
& Co., which came last Friday. The 
failure of Mr. Bassett was wholly unim- 
portant—one of the day’s incidents. 

The market displayed a hesitating tone 
at the outset. many of the railroad stocks 
showing fractional declines. Slight im- 
provement soon followed, but prices fell 
off from 1 to 3 peints in the active list, 
with even greater declines in the special- 
ties as soon as the Hooley failure came 
gut. Evansville and Terre Haute, a 
Hooley specialty, declined 9'¢ points, and 
the entire list reflected considerabk: con- 
fusion 

By the end of the first hour the situa- 


, tion seemed well in hand and the prices 


advanced in a few instances, where pres- 
sure continued to be ditected upon. cer- 
tain ‘stocks.

The assignee of Hooley & Co. would 
make no statement for publication, and it 
was impossible to learn the extent of the 
obligations. In conservative circles the 
firm's liabilities are placed at about $3,- 
000,000 

It is known that Hooley & Co. had of- 
fers of help from high quarters, but 
deemed it advisable to decnne. 

The firm of Hooley & Co.. organized 
in June, 1902, and consists of Edwin S8. 
Hooley, Frank EB. Brumley and Norbert 
Heinsheimer, They acquired control of 
Evansville and Terre Haute two years 
ago. - 

Hooley and W. L. Stowe were the dom- 
inant figures in Des Moines and Fort 
Dodge, leased to the Rock Island road in 
1887 for eighteen, years.

CONVICTS LAUGH AT PURSUERS 


AMMONIA PUMP 
SPOUTED DEATH 


Three Persons Are Killed and 
Several: Injured, 


Cylinder Head Blew Out and Fumes 
of KAmmonia Spread to a Room 
in Which One Hundred and 
Fifty Men Were at 

Work. 


New York, July 27.—Three men are dead 
and several injured as the direct result 
of the blowing out of a cylinder head of 
an engine attached to an ammonia pump 
in the Jacob Ruppert Brewing Com- 
pany’s ice plant on Alexander avenue 
early today. One hundred and fifty men 
were at work at one time, and as soon as 
the engine stopped working the ammonfa 
flew from the pump, the fumes spread- 
ing to all parts of the building. -Patrol- 
man David J. Goss was overcome by the 
fumes while rescuing employees from 
the building, and his injurieg_may prove 
fatal. 

The dead are: 

OTTO SMITH, engineer. 

JOHN VINCINSKY._ fireman. 

CHARLES CARPENTER, a workman. 

Up stairs the’ smell of the fumes care 
ried a warping and the employees rushed 
to the roof, the narrow stairway delay- 
ing the few who were overcome. 

The assistant engineer, Charles Katz, 
was on a platform over the engine when 
the explosion took place, and jumped 
into a pit filled with oll, underneath the 
engine. where he remained more than 
three hours, until discovered at half past 
10 o’clock. He was unconscious, and had 
been burned on the face. : 

Patrolman Goss heard the nolse of the 
explosion and rushed into the building. 
Coyering his head with a cap, similar to 
a diver’s helmet, he went into the engine 
room and dragged out the charred hod- 
jes of Smith and Vincineki. Returning 
he found two men, both unconscious, 


and carried them out, faiting insensible in

Ry this time the firemen Arrived and 
rescued the other injured men. Those 
on the roof were taken down by ilad- 
ders. Because of the ammonia fumes it 
was impossible to enter the building until 
nearly 10 o'clock, when the ammonia was 
shut off. 

Congressman Jacob A. Ruppert, the 
owner of the plant. and Engineer Fried- 
man then went through ¢he building 
and discovered the unconscious body of 
Assistant Engineer Katz. The damage to 
the plant ts trifiing.

pany, has unearthed a treasure of buried 
coins that have been hidden since the 
Cherry Valley massacre during the revo- 
lution. At that time a large quantity of 
gold was buried by wealthy families 
who were later killed by Indians. Smith, 
who is spending a few weeks on the John 


‘Rockwell farm, picked up a curious gold 


coin in a recently plowed field. His 
curiosity was excited, and on investigat- 
ing further he unearthed thirty-two gold 
pieces, each bearing the image of George 
III and having a value of $ each. Then 
he came to a large quantity of silver 
coin, the dates running fram 1761 to 1769. 
The find will net him a small fortune, 
and the reside of Garrattsville, N. 
Y., are much excited over the discovery.

Make Successful Break from 
Stale Penitentiany.

ESCAPE WAS PRECEDED 
BY A DESPERATE FIGHT 


One Guard Murdered and Two Others 
Fatally Wounded — California 
Troops Are Puraning-—Con- 
victs Have Officials as 
Hostages. 


Sacramento, Cal.,~ July 27.—Thirteen 
nCtorious criminals today escaped from 
Folsom prison by using the overpowered 
head officers of the prison ag shields 
to protect them from bullets until they 
had fled into the mountains. MPDuring the 
struggle in the prison William L. Cotter, 
a guard, was stabbed to death by the 
convicts. A. J, Cockrane was probably 


| fatally stabbed in the back, and W. C. 


Palmers was severely hacked about the 
head. 

When the escaped desperadoes wer2 
wel] away from the prison they released 
Warden Wilkinson, Captain Murphy and 
one or two other men who had been 
used as shields. General Overseer Mce- 
Tonough and five or six guards are still 
in the hands of thé fugitives, who say 
that they will kill the prison officers 
if the militia attempts to retake the 
convicts. 

Soldiers ave on Trail. 

Tonight it is believed that the convicts 

and their captives are making for the 
Bald. mountains. Governor Pardee has 
ordered out several companies of militia 
and soldiers are on the trail of the fu- 
gitives. All the eseapéd men are des- 
perate characters and blood is likely to 
flow cefore they are taken. The thirteen 
cenvicts had been acting strangely of 
late and when they were seen talking 
among themselves this morning Cap- 
tain Murphy called Warden Wilkinson 
and four guards into his office to con- 
sider what was bést to do with the 
4 men, 
: The _ prisoaws aa’ sHis moment fdér 
escape. They made straight for the cap- 
tain's office and rushed in on the very 
men whom prisoners wishing to escape 
usually elude. A desperate fight fol- 
lowed. 

The ¢onvicts were armed with knives 
and ragorg and with these they assaulted 
Warden Wilkinson, his grandson, Harry 
Wilkinson, and his officers. The war- 
den’s clothing was slashed into shreds 
with a razor, but the.blade did not 
touch the flesh. Turnkey Cockrane 
fought the convicts with a chair, rain- 
ing blows on them right and-left. Finally 
he was felled by a knife thrust in the 
back. Guard Cotter's abdomen was 
ripped wide open and he died this af- 
ternoon while Palmers’ was nearly 
scalped.. The floor of the office was 
eovered with blood. 

Used Officers as Shields, 

The officers were outnumbered and soon 
had to be relieved of their arms. Then 
using the officers as a shield, the con- 
victs started for the armory post on the 
outskirts of the penitentiary grounds. 
They passed a gatling gun on one of the 
walls, but the guards were afraid to turn 
it on the convicts. When the armory 
post was reached officers there attempt- 
ing to interfere were quickly overpower- 
ed. Then after further arming themselves 
with rifles, knives, pistols and ammuni- 
tion, they made a dash for the country 
with several guards, the warden and the 
captain in tow. 

The convicts, armed with rifles. marched 
one on either side of Warden Wilkinson, 
who was threatened with death if he 
made an attempt to escepe. The officers 
were told that if any of the pursuers took 
the life of one of the convicts the con- 
victs would retaliate, life for life. At 
Mormon Bridge, about a mile from the 
penitentiary, the warden, his grandson, 
and Captain Murphy were sent back. The 
others were marched along with the con- 
victs 

Further on the convicts went to a 
farmer's house, seized his four-horse 
team and wagon, robbed the house of 
everything of value, took the farmer with 
them as a driver, and started for Bald 
mountain. Evidently it is their inten- 
toin to reach Alabaster cave. 

Among the officers carried off by them 
is General Overseer McDonough. Some 
fears are felt for his safety, as he bears 
the especial ill-will of the convicts. 

Several hundred remaining prisoners 
made no attempt to get away and were 
quickly returnéd to their cells and lock- 
ed up. Ag soon as Governor Pardee heard 
of the delivery he ordered out” the mil- 
itia. 

Warden Wilkinson was the first to re- 
turn to the penitentiary. The convicts 
had taken his hat. Captain Murphy ap- 
peared afterwards, minus part of his 
clothing, and later Harry Wilkinson 
came in. : 

Warden Wilkinson’s Experience. 

Warden “Wilkinson tells his experience 
as follows: 

“ft went up to the prison, as is my cus- 
tom, to see the convicts eat their break- 
fast. The captain of the guard called me 
Into his office to wait for the prisoners 
to walk out from breakfast. We were 
sitting in the office looking out of a -win- 
dow when the line made its appearance 
from the breakfast room and started for 
the grounds. Suddenly several of the pris- 
oners thade a rush from the line with 
razors and knivés drawn and rushed into 
Captain Murphy's office. 

“They were joined by others. I judge 
there were about fifteen In all. Biood be- 
gan to flow. I saw that it was. hopeless

“Indeed,”’ said Cardinal Logue, “I think 
Cardinal Gibbans would be a subject for 
ecmmiseration if the selection should de- 
volve upon him, for no American would 
care to spend the rest of his life con¢- 
fined within the precincts of the vatican.’’ 

The Irish cardinal expressed the opinion 
that the question of sending a note to 
the powers protesting against the treat- 
ment of the vatican by the Italian gov- 
ernment should be left to the next pope. 

Tomorrow Cardinal Logue will pay an 
official visit to Cardinal Oregiia and then 
formally join the congregation. 

It is now practically certain that all the 
cardinals will be present at the conclave 
except Cardinal Moran, archbishop of 
Sydney, who wil] not reach Rame in time, 
and Cardinal Celesia, archbishop of Paler- 
mo, who is too it] tg attend. 

A proclamation was posted in the streets 
of Rome tonight inviting citizens to the 
annual commemoration of the death of 
King Humbert, which will take the form 
of a procession through the streets to the 
pantheon, Early in the morning of July 
29, under the auspices of patriotic and 
other societies, the Italians wil! visit the 
tomb of Humbert at the pantheon and 
decorate it with flowers and commem- 
orative addresses at the capital will fol- 
low. For this event King Victor Em- 
manuel will return to Rome on Wednes- 
day. Queen Margherita will arrive to-- 
morrow. 

The ecclesiastics view the aproaching 
ceremony with some alarm, believing that 
the anti-clericals may take advantage 
of the opportunity to make a counter- 
demonstration against the sympathy ex- 
hibited all over Italy in connection with 
the death of the pope.

homestead about noon today. 

The trouble originated, it is understood, 
through the old man overlapping his prop- 
erty line, as to which there was some 
dispute. He was digging post holes on 
what he supposed was his land, when 
Mrs. Strong remonstrated. 3 

The old negro talked back, it is said, 
when the daughter approached and took 
up her mother’s quarrel. Mrs. Strong 
went into the house, and getting hold 
of her gun, which she always kept load- 
ed. handed it to the younger woman, 
telling her to use it if necessary. When 
the old fellow advanced with uplifted ax 
to where Miss Strong stood, he remarked, 
it is stated: 

“You wouldn't shoot the old man, miss,” 
whereupon Miss Strong raised the weapon 
and fired, thé load of buckshot taking 
effect in the neck, causing almost instant 
death. 

There is considerable sympathy felt for 
the old negro, who was generally known 
to be harmless. Miss Strong is now in 
the Warren county jail awaiting tyial.

About two years ago he was 
again made president, which position he 
héld at the time of his death

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Principal W. M. Slaton, of the Atlanta 
Boys' High school, who was recently 
elected by the National Educational As- 
sociation director for Georgia, says that 
the association's conyention in Boston 
was a splendid success. 

Professor Slaton and Superintendent of 
Atlanta Schools W. F. Slaton both at- 
tended the convention, as well as abopt 
100 teachers and friends of educatign, 
from this stute. P-ofessor Slaton re- 
turned to this city. Sunday evening. In 
speaking of the trip he said yester- 
day: 

“The convention opened in Boston with 
about 35,000 delegates and visitors in at- 
tendance, The first night, Monday, July 
6, there wére 30,000 people in the great 
Mechanics hall and another 30,000 went 
away unable to gain admittancé ‘dn ac- 
count of the crowded condition of the 
hall. 

‘The general sessions of the convention 
met there every night and in the morn- 
ing the various departments, such: aa 
“kKindergarten,”’ “higher education,” ete., 
met,.and those who attended took part 
in the. discussions if they desired. In 
the afternoons there were no sessions of 
the convention or departments. The 
convention closed on July 1. 

“The assuciation wgs organized some 
time before the civif Soar and has been’ 
growing steadily in numbers and im- 
portance ever since. It meets once a 
year and teachers ahd educators from 
all over the United States attend its 
conventions and discuss matters pertinent 
to the cause of education. 

“Professor Louis Soldan, superintendent 
cof the St. Louis public schools and ex- 
president of the association, iold me that 
Georgia was the very backbone of the 
association in the southern states and 
that our state seemed to take the most 
interest of any in this section in educa- 
tional progress. I considered this quite 
&@ compliment. 

“We were delightfully enterffined in 
Boston and fovwnd that the peopie of 
that city were extremely courteous and 
hospitable.” Just to illustrate: You know 
the Boston public library is the pride 
of the city and every person who goes 
to Boston Ought to see the library.

I also visited Bunker 
Hill. Concord, Léxington and other points 
of historic interest, as well as the homes 
of Longfellow, Holmes, Emerson, Louisa 
M. Alcott and others who have con- 
tributed to the classics of American liter- 
ature. One of the most interesting in- 
stitutions I visitéd was the Hampton 
institute, at Old Point Comfort, that 
spiendid school under the management 
of Dr. H. B. Frigzell.

‘A TANGLED WEB 
Special Committee Will Rec- 


ommend Complete Change 
at Once. 


A special committee from the board of 
police commissioners mét last night and 
received the report of Bxpert Accountant 
Penney. Such a muddle in a set of books 
was scarcely never found before, and one 
of the commisstoners stated that the 
thanks of the board and the city were due 
Chief Ball who employed the account@t 
and had the police system of bookkeeping 
examined. 

The result wil) be that the whole system 
will be revised at once. Under the present 
system it is impossible in many instances 
to tell what has become of money collect- 
ed or whether or not certain prisoners 
have ever been released from the chain- 
gang.

Recently two such 
envelopes were found to be $19 short and 
this shortage was what caused the chief 
to get an expert accountant to examine 
the pooks. 

It was decided last night by Commis- 
sioners Fox, Jones and Johnson who com- 
pose the special committee, to report back 
to the board that the $19 must go to 
profit and loss by getting the. recorder 
to reduce the fines imposed in the cases 
involved. The committee will also report 
that the books are kept by an antiquated 
system which should be discarded. 

The whole matter will be settled by the 
board at its next regular meeting on 
Tuesday, August 11. 


WILL DISCUSS 
DR. BROUGHTON 


Stone Mountain Association 
Will Debate Alien Immer- 
sion Again. 


The fact that the question of alien 
immersion will again be discussed during 
the meeting of the Stone Mountain Bap 
tist Association this week was brought 
out strongly during the meeting of: the 
Atlanta Baptist Ministers’ Association 
yesterday morning. 

In this discussion the Tabernacle Bap- 
tist church, of Atlanta, of which Rev. 
Len G. Broughtonis pastor, will be the 
central] figure. 

Last year, it will be remembered, the 
Stone Mountain Association requested the 
Tabernacle church to discontinue the prac- 
tice of recognizing alien tmmersion. This 
the church has not done, and for that 
reason it is probable, that the matter 
will again be brought up. 

There are three results that may fol- 
low, but it-is. believed that two of them 
are little likely to be adopted. The rural 
churches, which do not believe in alien 
immersion, may withdraw from the Stone 
Mountain Association, the Tabernacle 
church may be requested to withdraw or 
the association may reiterate its sug 
gestion of last year that the Tabernacle 
church décline to recognize alien immer- 
sion. It is believed that the discussion 
this year will result in merely a reitera- 
tion of ¢t position of last year. It Is 
believed t6 be improbable that anyone 
will withdraw from the association, 

This, it is believed, will result be- 
cause of the fact that individualism is 
one of the strongest features of the Bap- 
tist faith. The church body is the high- 
est appeal and neither the Stone Moun- 
tain Association, the state convention nor 
the Southern Baptist convention has the 
authority to dictate to either the Taber- 
nacle Baptist church or any other church 
regarding a question of church policy 
or faith. 

It was as the meeting of*the ministers 
was drawing to a close yesterday morn- 
ing in the First Baptist church that Dr. 
W. W. Zandrum, who was presiding, 
stated that it was the duty of the min- 
isters to lead souls to Christ before they 
undertook anything else; that it was their 
duty to preach the gospel and not to spend 
their time in criticising each other. 

Rev. I. G. Walker, of Lithonia, who 
was present during the meeting, replied 
to Dr. Landrum by stating that while he 
agreed that the preaching of the word 
was the principal duty of Baptist min- 
isters, he intended bringing before the 
Stone Mountain Association the irregu- 
larities that are being practiced at the 
Tabernacle church. 

There was no discussion over the ques- 
tion of alien immersion during the meet- 
ing of the ministers yesterday, but the 
fact that the Stone Mountain Association 
will again have to deal with the matter 
during the meeting this week will be of 
interest to Baptists in this section of the 


state.

He Struck Roof of Adjo‘ning Build- 
ing—His Injuries Are Serious, 
but He Hes Good Chance 
To Recover—Was Con- 
scious Last Night. 


Hugh Gordon, Jr., son of Major Hugh 
Gordon and grandson of Genera] John 
B. Gordon, fell yesterday apout noon 
from the seventh floor of the Empire 
building to the roof of an adjoining 
bailding on a level with the fourth floor 
of the Empire, a distance of 40 feet. He 
had been sitting in a window and lost 
his balance. His injuries are very seri- 
ous, but the physicians at the Grady

hospital report that his condition is more 
favorable and they have hopes that he 
Wh! recover. 

Mr. Gordon went to the Empire build- 
ing with his uncle by marriage, Captain 
Burton Smith, and was waiting for him 
when the accident occurred. Captain 
Smith called to see Attorneys Rosser & 
Brandon, whose offices are on the sev- 
enth floor of the Empire building, corner 
of Marietta and North Broad streets. 
Mr. Gordon took a seat in a window 
opening on the east side of the building 
and near Marietta street. He had 1e- 
ceived a letter and was engaged in read- 
ing it when he became dizzy and arose 
to leave his dangerous seat. As he did so 
he lost his balance and fell through tne 
window. 

Telephone wires broke his fall to some 
extent. He struck the roof of the Wil- 
liams house, which Is covered with hard 
gravel and bits of broken glass. 

He was seen by persong who had offices 
on the fourth floor of the Empire build- 
ing and they went to his assistance. He 
was taken into the building and sent to 
the Grady hospital. 

Spoke About the Accident. 

He was conscious when found and 
able to tell how he fell. .No bones 
been broken, but the force of the fail 
had prodceced a hemorrhage from ithe 
nose, mouth and ears, inaicating a con- 
cussion at the basa of the skull. 

Drs. W. P. Nicolson, W. E. Persons, 
B, W. Bizzell and C. A. Andrews made 
an examination of Mr Gordon’s injuries 
after he reached tne hospital. They 
found that no bones were broken, but 
feared a concussion of the brain and in- 
ternal injuries. 

Last night the young man was hold- 
ing his own and it is believed he has a 
good chance to recover. He has not lost 
consciousness and is abla to recognize 
and talk to those who are permitted to 
see him. 

When Captain Smith left the offices of 
Rosser & Brandon he did not find Mr. 
Gordon, and presuming he had returned 
to Temple Court, where Captain Smith 
has his law offices, he r2turned there. He 
had just reached Temple Court when 
a telephone message informined him of. 
the accident. He hurried >Dack to the 
Empire building with Dr. Bizzell and 
was in time to accompany his nephew 
to the hospital. His father, Major Hugh 
Gordon, was in the Prudential building 
at the time the accident occurred, and 
hearing that his son had been taken 
to the Grady hospital, hastened there 
in a cab. He secured a private room ad 
special nurse for him and saw to it 
that he had every necessary attention. 
Major Gordon has been with his son 
since the accident happened and now 
has strongest hopes of his recovery. 

Is a Perfect Athlete, 

Hugh Gordon is about twenty-two years 
of age and is a perféct specimen of a 
trained athlete. He was recently a stu- 
dent at the state university and prior 
to that time attend2d the Technological 
institute. He was with the college foot- 
ball team and was recognized as one 
of the finest athletes that ever attended 
the university at Athens. He weighs 
about 1909 pounds and is 6 feet 2 inches 
in height. Hig weight made his fall of 
about 40 feet much more serious than it 
might have been had he been a man of 
small stature. 

His home is at Biscayne, near Miami, 
Fla., where both he and his father. Major 
Hugh Gordon, have orange groves. He 
is visiting his grandfather, General Gor- 
don, for the summer. He is a well-known 
end popular young man of temperate 
habits and exemplary character, and his 
many friends will learn with regret 
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CAUCUS IS HELD 
ON STEED BILL 


Several Amendments to the 
Present Plan Were Agreed 
Upon. 


A caucus of members of the house of 
representatives favorable to the Steed 
bill providing for practically a reenact- 
ment of the present convict lease system, 
was held last night at the capitol. It is 
stated there were between thirty and 
forty members present. 

The caucus agreed to support the Steed 
bill with several amendments. One of 
these amendments prohibits subletting of 
convicts except in what might be consid- 
ered Almost providential cases, and then 
only with the consent of the prison com- 
mission, 

Another amendment that will be sup- 
ported will fix the minimum price for 
each convict at $180 per annum, and it 
will be provided that all of the net rev- 
enue from the hire of convicts shall go 
into the state school fund. 

The convict question, as is well known, 
will come up for final consideration In 
the house today. Half a dozen substitutes 
for and some thirty or forty amendments 
to the Steed bill are on the clerk's desk, 
including the substitute bearing the names 
Of about twenty members of the house 
which provides for working on the roads, 
by counties desiring it, those convicts 
whose terms are ten years or less. This 
substitute appears to meet with most gen- 
eral favor in the house, and many are 
predicting its success.

REFORM CHIEFS 
IN CONVENTION 


They Meet in Denver To 
Amalgamate Various 
Elements, 


| Denver, Qolo., July 2%7.—About fifty 
leaders of the people’s party and other 
political movements were present at the 
St. James hotel late today when the 
conference of political reform leaders 
was called to order by J. A. Edgerton, 
secretary of the populist national com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Edgerton spoke briefly, outlining 
the work that it is hoped to accomplish 
by the conference in the amalgamation 
of the various reform forces of the na- 
tion into one party. Mr. Edgerton was 
made the permanent chairman of the 
conference, with Milton Park, of Texas, 
as vice chairman and J. H. Calderhead, 
of Montana, secretary. 

The day was taken up in the werk of 
organization “and short addresses. The 
principal speech was made by former 
United States Senator W. V. Allen, of 
Nebraska. Senator Allen favored a re- 
organization of the reform forces, which 
should embrace the various factions, 
holding to practically the same political 
doctrines, but differing in regard to 
methods. 

At the evening session a committee was 
named to draw resolutions, and an ad- 
dress to the people and report to the 
conference tomorrow afternoon. 

The chairman, vice chairman and secre- 
tary were empowered to nominate a com- 
mittee on reorganization which ghall un- 
dertake the forming of a new party out 
of the reform forces of the country. The 
names selected are to be reported to the 
conference tomorrow. 

The rest of the session wae devoted to 
short speeches, containing suggestions for 
the resolutions committee.

CRIME MUST STOP 
SAYS JUDGE GARY 


Strong Lecture Given Youthful 
Negro Ravisher, 


“This Crime Has Got To Stop, and It 


Might as Well Be Understood 
Now Once for All’’—Boy 
Pleaded Guilty to the 

Charge. 


Augusta, Ga., July 27.—(Special.)—The 
first criminal case sounded in the superior 
court this morning was that of the State 
v" Ed Williams, charged with attempted 
criminal assault on June 19. 

When the negro, a lad who claims to 
be 41 years old, and says he hails from 
North Carolina, was arrested he was 
taken to Savannah for safe keeping and 
brought back to Augusta yesterday for 
trial. 

A plea of not guilty -was at first en- 
tered, but after considerable consultation 
among the attorneys and the court this 
plea was withdrawn and the prisoner 
entered a plea of guilty. 

In passing immediate sentence upon the 
prisoner Judge Gary tried to impress 
upon the prisoner the fact that the peo- 
ple of the community are determined 
that, of all crimes committed, this one 
must be and shall be put down. He 
said: 

“Kd Williams, it is a fortunate thing 
for you that you are now here to stand 
trial. Many of your race do not have 
Such a privilege in a crime of thig kind, 
and it is due only to the good sense of 
the people of this community that you 
are here. Much has been sald to the 
people of your race on thig subject, and 
of the many things which they have 
been made to understand is that the 
community intends to put down the crime 
with which you have started your life,”’ 

Then commenting upon the prisoner's 
youth, he concluded: 

“The sentence of the court is that you 
be sent to the Richmond county reform- 
a@tory until June 19, 1913, or until you 
have reached the age of 21 years, and it 
is to be hoped that this will be a service 
to your people. This crime bas got to 
stop, and it might as well be understood 
now Once and for all time.”

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of the convicts came up behind my back, 
reached over with a razor and tried to cut 
open my abdomen. You can see how my 
belt is split from end to end and how 
my coat is hanging in shreds. 

“The convicts secured me and Murphy 
and five or six other officers, whom they 
disarmed. They kept us and proceeded to 
the yard and out of it by the front gate 
toward the armofry post. The gatling 
guns in the station hill tops and along the 
prison walls might have been fired by the 
guards, but had they done so the officers, 
as well as the prisoners, would have been 
killed. The guards were unable either to 
rescue us or to prevent the escape. As we 
neared the armory a guard came out and 
they seized him. 

Took Plenty of Arms. 

“They took the keys away from ‘him, 
entered the armory and equipped them- 
seles with all manner of weapons. They 
then started along the dusty road and 
crossed the prison ranch toward the Mor- 
mon bridge. After I had gone about a 
mile they let me go. They also released 
Captain Murphy and my grandson, The 
rest of them they have taken along with 
them, inc!uding General Overseer McDon- 
ough, Guard John Klensendorf, Guy Jet- 
ter, foreman of the rock quary; Tom 
Brown, stage driver, and Guard L. 8. 
Vertres and two or three others, whose 
names I have not at hand.”’

The Peril of Hooseveltism. 

Should ig faH out that we are to 
have four years more of Roosevelt the 
event will have more terrors.for the 
republican leaders than for any other 
of the people. The assurance of his 
nominaticn next year has been achiev- 
ed by himself alone. He has ridden 
down his enemies in the party by ap- 
pealing to his own resources and tak- 
ing his popularity with the people at 
its flood. giving them no time tobe 
reasoned ‘ith by their leaders. He 
knew his enemic; who would defeat 
his ambitions if they could and cor- 
nered and checkmated them before 
they could organize a promising oppo- 
sition. Not seeing what he wanted 
coming to him voluntarily he has not 
hesitated to ask for it boldly at a 
time when the bosses could not dare 
to deny him. 

In all these things there is no 
promise of easy going times to the 
bosses. The election is yet to be won, 
to be sure, but Mr. Roosevelt has 
shown his double capacity to be inde- 
pendent when he safely can and to 
stoop to conquer when he must. The 
latter is the line of his tactics now. 
Having forced the leaders to agree 
to his nomination he will now cajole 
them into giving him that active and 
powerful machinery that is necessary 
to his election. 

But after the election, should they 
elect him, is the time when it will 
behoove them to keep their weather 
eyes open for the deluge. 

Mr. Roosevelt is more kinds of a 
politician than anybody has yet given 
him the credit of being. He has in 
him distinct streaks of the spirits of 
Jefferson, Tallyrand, Machiavelli and 
Richelieu, with < dash of Cromwell to 
give the mixture a twang and warning 
in the gullet. 

He is an instinctive democrat,. and 
if the republican party had stuck to 
Jake Hess and shelved Roosevelt back 
yonder in the ‘80’s, there would have 
been no more active and dangerous 
personality in the democratic party to- 
day than this same Theodore Roose- 
velt, republican accidental president 
of the United States. As it is, he 
chafes visibly at the enforced duty of 
standing for undemocratic things in 
the republican party and everybody 
can see that at heart he despises them. 
What will he do about them when re- 
elected and ready to make his presi- 
dential record secure for all future 
time in American annals? 

He is an egotist and no egotist fan 
be a reliable and profitable servant of 
the republican machine as at present 
organized. A president who believes 
in himself is dangerous to bosses and 


| to the plans of those who think a pres- 
_ident is only the overseer general of 


the interests that put him in his place. 


tial office who believed in his own 
wisdom and competency so surely as 
Roosevelt does, unless it was 
Hickory” Jackson—and Roosevelt is 
always “delightei’” when referred to 
as the “Young Hickory.” 

Mr. Roosevelt is also an idealist. 
Therefore he is more dangerous for 
that reason than for the others men- 
tioned. A bossed republican party 
has no use for a man in the white 
house who has visions. It is a prac- 
tical organization dealing with pres- 
ent conditions and devoted to man- 
aging govermment so as to make the 
largest profits for its favorites from 
government furctions. It does not re- 
gard the future further than to make 
sure that hothing shall happen in it to 
disturb the programme of republican 
power and graft. To have ahead of it 
a president who thinks he is _in- 
spired to bring about a future 
that will be idealistic of the 
known hopes of the _  people—a 
government of the Lincoln description 
—of, by and for the people, will be 
to jeopardize the boss sort of repub- 
licanism more dangerously than to 
have a democratic interregnum for one 
or two presidential terms. 

The situation with the republican 
party, therefore, is not a pleasant and 
hopeful one. There are indications 
that before the campaign of 1904 is 
ended there will be found abroad a 
good supply of the Blaine lethargy 
that existed in the republican ranks 
in 1884. The bosses know that it will 
be difficult to elect a man to the pres- 
idency who will not look any further 
to Hanna, Quay and Platt for favors, 
but give himself up to courting future 
fame as “a real president.” 

Poor Old Maine. 

Poor old Maine is still struggling 
with her half-century old self-imposed 
problem of trying to keep her people 
sober by commandments of the law. 
Notwithstanding the new rule of law 
that the holding of a United States 
revenue tax certificate is prima facie 
evidence that the holder is. selling 1i- 
quors contrary to the law of the local- 
ity, the saloons go right ahead openly 
selling booze and finding it profitable 
to pay their fines from the enormous 
profits that can be coined out of prohi- 
bition rum. 

It would pay the people of Maine to 
send a ship load of their legislators 
down here to Georgia and let them 
study awhile the common sense and 
sobriety inducing results of our local 
option laws. 

In 1902 Maine, a supposedly iron- 
clad prohibition state, with a popula- 
tion of 694,466, had 1,384 liquor tax re- 
ceipts from the United States govern- 
ment in force, or 1 to almost @very 502 
of her inhabitants. In the same year 
Georgia, with 2,216,331 inhabitants, 
had 1,572 such quasi-licenses, or 1 to 
almost every 1,410 of her people, in- 
cluding men, women and children. If 
we “had ’em” like Maine has “get ’em” 
-we would have 
dealers in Georgia today. 

It is evident to the most casual ob- 
server who travels in*Maine that the 
prohibitory liquor law of that state. is 
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exactly 4,415 retail 


F whole country. * rightly drawn local 
option law would accomplish every 


purpose contemplated by the people 
when the drastic prohibitory law was 
adopted over fifty years ago. Under 
it every political division of the state 
desiring freedom from saloons could 
have it and being self-charged with 
the enforcement of the law could make 
it effective. The cities would probably 
vote for saloons under high license 
terms and so be able to regulate the 
traffic under open police conditions. 
At present the city authorities are 
either in political league with the 
liquor-demanding element, or are pow- 
erless to suppress the traffic because 
of the figitive campaign its promoters 
carry on. Sheriff Pearson, of Port- 
land, worked himself into a prema- 
ture grave in the endeavor to scotch 
and destroy the illicit traffic in liquors 
in that city. 

Frankly, we would advise our friends 
in Maine to come down here to Atlan- 
ta and see a city more than twice the 
humbers of Portland, and where not 
One drunken man can be seen on the 
Streets when ten can be encountered 
On the streets of the Maine metropolis. 


The Next Pope. 

The election cf a successor to Leo 
XIII is evidently to be contested with 
more of significance than when he was 
chosen to succeed Pius IX. Then the 
church was in confusion and there 
seemed to be but one thing uppermost 
in the minds of the cardinals and that 
was to save the papal continuity and 
the policy of Pius with reference to the 
church’s relations to then pending na- 
tional reorganizations—unified Italy, 
consolidated Germany and republican- 
ized France. Today the church has no 
great international problems before it, 
except the preservation of the rights 
of the orders in anti-Jesuit France and 
the settlement of the friars’ problem in 
the Philippines. 

The chief fomentation among the 
cardinals who will soon enter into 
electoral conclave is that for the sal- 
vation of the Italian right to the papal 
crown. The Italian cardinals have yet 
a majority in the conclave and if they 
can be held together for any single 
candidate may elect one of their num- 
ber. They urge the necessity of doing 
this because no foreign pope could 
lawfully lay claim to agitate for the 
restoration of the temporal power and 
estates of the Roman church. 

But there are other strong and ac- 
tive members of the conclave who are 
foresighted enovgh to see that Italy 
is religiously one of the weakest of the 
Catholic nations. In all the essentials 
of religious prestige and power her 
people do not compare at all with the 
Catholics of Great Britain, Germany 
and the United States. Even should 
an Italian pope be chosen he will 
probably be the last one to reach the 
office on the strength of tradition and 
custom... 

Leo himself has been the author and 


| propagandist of a democracy within 


the church that must eventually lead 
to the broadening and exalting of the 
organization throughout the _ world. 
The Catholics of America and other 
countries now included in partibus in- 
fidelium will be sure in no distant 
years to claim recognition on the 
basis of numbers and potentialities. 
When that time comes the Italian dom- 
inancy will go to pieces like a wind- 
blown house of cards and the then 
actually catholic spirit of the Roman 
organization will spread arms of equal 
strength and efficiency into every part 
of Christendom. No matter who may 
be the next. pope, this democratic 
movement will happen and ultimately 
triumph. 


That Western C-ndidate. 

The west is determined to have the 
nomination of Roosevelt’s running mate 
next year. Due notice is being served 
by the influential papers of the party 
in that region that ‘the west is not 
like the south—solid, but submissive!”’ 
On the contrary, they are bold enough 
to say to Tom Platt, who has suggest- 
ed Aldrich of Rhode Island for the 
place, that there will be a general ruc- 
tion in western republican ranches if 
his suggestion is carried into execu- 
tion. 

The west is, of course, a great and 
growing power in national politics. It 
has learned the value of being a part 
of the powers that be and has become 
thoroughly inoculated with the fever 
of graft that is the fervor of republi- 
canism. It has just pulled down §$4,- 
500,000 of irrigation graft and is hold- 
ing up its dish for $15,000,000 more 
now ready for the saturation of the 
arid lands of the once great American 
desert. 

Naturally the republicans of the 
western states feel entitled to the vice 
presidency, if the east is to have the 
presidency. Under the circumstances 
they will agree to play second fiddle, 
but will read the riot act if asked to 
play no fiddle at all. So that we as-

Laws That Convert Criminals. 

Careful observation by experts and 
the unquestionable statistics produced 
geem to settle the moral value of what 
is known as the indeterminate sen- 
tence law. The same is equally true 
as to the first offense probation law, 
adminfgtered at the discretion of the 
trial judge. 

Under the latter law first offenders, 
unless their crimes are peculiarly wil- 
ful or amount to felonies, may be re- 
leased upon probation with the re- 
quirement of reporting for a stated pe- 
riod their places of residence and occu- 

mn to the court. This law has been 
very. practicabk we. eape- 


] cially of as rt “Farouii “Aentdes Wher- 
ever it is if force abundant testimony 
is given that but a small proportion 
of the offenderg return under charges, 
but become industrious, | law-abiding 
persons. 

The indeterminate sentence law al- 
lows a minimum and maximum limit 
to the imprisonment imposed upon of- 
fenders. A person convicted may, 
for instance, be sentenced for 
from one to ‘three years. The 
convict, by .good behavior and _ in- 
dustry, “can be released by the pris- 
on authorities at the end of the first 
year; but if he is unruly, troublesome 
in conduct and shows no sigtts of de- 
sire to lead a.correct life, he can be 
held for the maximum of the sentence. 
The best statistics at hand, combining 
those of Europe and those from our 
own courtry, show that the . number 
of returns of criminals under this law 
have been reduced from an annual 
average of 65 per cent to 40 per cent. 
Considering that these sentences are 


felony criminals the beneficial signifi- 
cance of the reduction can be readily 
appreciated. 

Such laws would have, doubtless, a 
very desirable effect here in the south, 
both in the cities, where juvenile of- 
fenders are mostly found, and in the 
country, where the majority of the 
criminals are first offenders. These 
laws put a state premium upon the 
self-reformation of offenders and con- 
verts many persons from repeating 
crimes under the false notion that a 
penitentiary sentence is an insupera- 
ble barrier to a future life of honesty 
and industry. 

These laws commend themselves to 
a fair trial by reason of. the uniform 
good results that have followed their 
adoption in American and foreign com- 
munities.

DR. GRAY NAMED 
AS SECRETARY. 


Kentucky Minister Now See. 
retary of Baptist Home 
Mission Society. 


Rev. Dr. B. D. Gray. president of 
Georgetown college, Georgetown, Ky., a 
prominent minister and educator, was 
yesterday afternoon elected to the office 
of corresponding secretary of the Home 
Mission board of the Southern Baptist 
convention, to succeed Dr. F. C. McCon- 
nell, who recently resigned to accept a 
pastorate jn Kansas City. 

The selection of Dr, Gray was made 
at a session of the home mission board, 
held in the board offices on the seventh 
floor of the Austell building, the meeting 
having heen called espeesially for the 
purpose of filling the vacancy. The name 
of the Kentucky mfnister was presented 
to the board by a special committee of 
five, appointed to nominate a successor 
to Dr. McCgnnell. The committee is com- 
posed of the following: Dr. W. W. Lan- 
drum, chairman; J. J. Maddox, Dr. John 
E,. White, Dr. E. L. Connally and F. J. 
Cooledge. Both the report of the commit- 
tee and the election were unanimous. 

Directly at the conclusion of the meet- 
ing, Dr, Landrum wired Dr. Gray of his 
election, and this will be followed by a 
formal letter, tendering him the secre- 
taryship. The election was by ballot. 
The submission of the committee’s report 
nominated Dr. Gray and no further 
namé@s were presented. A ballot was 
then taken, and the nominee received 
fifteen votes, the full number present. 

Dr. Gray is one of the best known Bap- 
tists in the Southern Baptist convention. 
and is held in high esteem by all who 
know him. He is well known among the 
leading Baptists of Atlanta. He is a na- 
tive of Waynesboro, Miss. He was for- 
merly pastor of the First Baptist church, 
of Birmingham, and has served other pas- 
torates, also. He went from Birmingham 
to Georgetown, as president of George- 
town college, and he is now about to en- 
ter on & campaign to raise $100,000 as aw 
endowment for that -institution.

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|. Designed To Protect Plumage 
and Song Birds 


New Bill Against Cheating and 
Swindling Is Discussed and 
Tabled — Governor Candler 
and Hon. James M. Smith 


To Speak. 
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The house Of representatives passed only 
one measure of consequence yesterday, the 
Audubon dill, which is designed for the 
Protection of song birds and birds of plum- 
age and their nests, 

Several other measures were up for 
consideration, but there was rather a 
small attendance, and when it was found 
they were not likely to get the required 
majority ‘they were tabled on motion of 
the authors. 

Perhaps the most interesting of these 
Was the bill by Mr. Adams, of Putnam, 
the special order for the day, desizned to 
prevent the, securing of adyance pay- 
Tents with intent to defraud on con- 
tracts to perform manual labor. At pres- 
ént such action {fs viewed practically in 
the light of a debt, and the loser has no 
redress. ; 

This measure seemed to meet with much 
fevor in the house, and amendments were 
acopted making it much stronger than in 
the original bill. The house agreed to 
an amendment by Mr. Deal, of Bulloch, 
making the measure apply to any service 
which one might contract to render, 
whether it be marual labor, professional 
service or anything else of that nature. 
The bill proposed to make the obtaining 
of such advances with fraudulent intent 
common cheating and swindling. punish- 
able under the misdemeanor section of the 
code, , 

Mr. George. of Morgan; Mr. Deal, of 
Bulloch. and Mr. Fiynt, of Spalding, 
strongly urged the passage of the meas- 
uré, declaring that it would do away with 
@ great deal of fraud and swindling that 
is now going on all over the state, and 
which the law does not reach, Mr. Sla- 
ton, of Fulton, spoke strongly in op- 
position to the bill, declaring that its en- 
actment into law would be paramount to 
legalizing imprisonment for debt. 

The ayes and nays were called, but 
before the result was announced the Dill 
Was tabled on motion of Mr. Adams. The 
vote on the bill was 81 to 4, it lacking 
only seven votes of a constitutional ma- 
icrity. 

Audubon Bill Is Passed. 

Legislation for the protection of non- 
game birds and their nests and eggs, 
Was enacted by the liouse yesterday prac- 
tically without opposition, It was what 
is known @g the Audobon bill, introduced 
by Mr. Colvin of d, that was up 
for consideration, and after brief discus- 
sion it was passed by a vote of 89 to 9. 

This measure prohibits the killing. trap- 
ping or netting or the destruction of the 
nest of any song bird or bird of plumage 
not specifically exempted by the provis- 
flons of the act. Under the terms of the 
bill the following are considered as game 
birds, and may be killed during the open 
s¢ason: Swan, geese, brant, river or 
sea duck, rails, coots, mudhens, gallinules, 
shore birds, plover, surf birds, snipe, 
woodcock, sandpipers, tatlers, curlews, 
wild turkey, grouse, prairie chickens, 
pheasants, doves, partridges and quail. 
Thé following birds under the Audubon 
bill are outlawed and may be killed at 
any time: Engish sparrows, great horned 
owl, sharpshinned hawk, Cooper's hawk 
or big» biue darter, crows, larks. crow 
blackbirds, jackdaw and rice birds. 

All other birds are protected by the bill, 
and it is made a misdemeanor to kill or 
take them, or take their eggs or nests. 
@urrounded by proper restrictions certain 
parties will, upon obtaining license and 
certificate from the department of agri- 
eviture, be permitted to take such birds 
for purely scientific purposes. Judges of 
superior courts are to appoint wardens to 

arry out the provisions of the dct and to 

ive its terms in charge to their grand 


~ juries. 


e Mr. Blackburn, of Fulton, offered an 
amendment to include larks, redheads and 
sapsuckers among the outlawed birds. 

“I would like to have the term ‘redhead’ 
specificalty defined,” said Mr. Candler, of 
DeKalb. “I hawe some warm redheaded 
friends who are ‘birds,’ and I want to see 
them fully protected.”’ 

Mr. Candler was assured by Mr. Calvin 
that they would not be interefered with.

The Blackburn amendment, 
however, was defeated, and after Mr. Cal- 
win had briefly explained the purpose of 
the bill which is similar to the law in 
most of the other states of the union, 
the bill was passed as stated. 

To Increase Judges’ Powers. 

The house, after some discussion, tabied 
a bili by Mr. Grice, of Pulaski, proposing 
to give to judges of the superior courts 
of the state the authority ot hear cértain 
matters and grant certain ofders in vaca- 
tion which they are now permitted to 
entertain or grant only in term time. Sev- 
eral of the lawyers of the house urged 
the passage of the bill, among them

The 
resolution stressed the importance of this 
question as a measure for the protection 
of the state’s most valuable property. 
Both Governor Candler and Mr. Smith 
have consented to be present on this 0oc- 
casion and deliver addresses on the im- 
portance of the project which they bo.h 
heartily favor.

in Emanuel county and also killed Police- 
man Ohl, of Alken, 8. C. When Jeffcoat 
was located he fired upon the arresting 
party, shooting down one of them. He 
was then killed and the body was properly 
identified. Governor Candler offered a re- 
ward of $300 for Jeffcoat’s capture, and 
this reward was renewed by Govefnor 
Terrell. As Jeffcoat was killed the reward 
could not be paid by the governor, and 
Mr. Daniel introduced a resolution pro- 
viding for its payment out of the treas- 
uly.

port, R. I. The government has invested

something like $1,000,000.

There never is a meeting when 
appropriation bills are under considera- 
tion that he does not tn a single mect- 
ing save to the government more than 
the amount of the s@lary he has received 
during the ten years he has been in con- 
gress." A high tribute, but one which 
all familiar with the work of the com- 
mittee will indorse as true. 


Congressman Tate is a power in com- 
mittee work. It was largely due to his 
efforts that congress provided for the 
building of one of the great battle ships 
in a government navy yard instead of 
letting it out on private cantract. He be- 
lieved it could be demonstrated that the 
great ships could be built better and as 
cheaply, probably more cheaply, than 
they have been built by the big ship 
building companies, which have been In 
a position practically to dictate terms. 
One ship is now being bullt by the gov- 
ernment itself; and while this ts being 
done under conditions which conspire to 
make the expense greater than it mighi 
be at one of the other yards, the results 
so far shown are very satisfactory. 

Speaking of the trip of the committee 
and what it involved, Congressman Tate 
said yesterday: ‘“‘The committee made a 
personal inspection of all government 
property at each of the yards. After 
going over each we had a regular hearing 
at which the supérintendent and the of- 
ficers of each division of the yard were 
questioned as to the condition of the 
cifferent departments, and particularly 
as to what changes and improvements 
could, in their judgment, be made by 
which the administration would be more 
economical and efficient. In other wortis, 
our committee has made a personal iti, 
spection of and what might be called a 
particular prying into the condition of 
each yard. 


—_- 


“This inspection,’’ continued Mr. Tate, 
“has but confirmed me in the opinion 
that the present bureau system at our 
mavy yards should be changed and a 
more economical system adopted. Under 
our present system you will find, for in- 
Stance, one of the bureaus—say that of 
steam engineering—asking for an appro- 
priation to build and equip a power plant, 
a machine shop, a blacksmith shop, a 
foundry, a coppersmith shop, a paint 
shop,-and so forth, and other bureaus 
asking for appropriations for exactly the 
same things. As will be readily seen, 
this system is unbusinesslike, -extrava- 
gant and vicious. There can be no good 
reason for two or three power plants, 
machine shops, foundries, blacksmith 
Shops and paint shops in each navy 
yard. The present cumbersome and ex- 
travagant bureau system should _ be 
changed and a duplication of building at 
each yard should not be allowed. We 
Should adopt at each navy yard what 
is known as the dock yard system. This 
is a system where there is only one set 
of buildings for each kind of work done 
in a yard; in other words, we should 
have one plant which should furnish 
power for every part of the yard, one 
machine shop and one of each of the 
others enumerated, in which all of the 
work of its kind could be done. This 
duplication of buildings and shops is due 
to the efforts of the bureau officers to 
enlarge and expand their individual pow- 
ers without any regard for the real in- 
terest of the taxpayers.” 

Battle Ship Connecticut. 

With regard to the work new being 
done upon the battle ship Connecticut, 
béing built by the government at the 
New York navy yard, Congressman Tate 
said: ‘‘It is progressing finely. The work 
up to this time is within the limits, both 
as to time and appropriation. The New 
York navy yard, where it is being built, 
while the best equipped for this purpose, 
is the most expensive; but despite this 
fact, I think the Connecticut will be con- 
structed within the appropriation and 
will be better built than she would havé 
been at a private yard. As you know, 
I have fought for the building of some 


of our battle ships in our navy yards, | 


so we could know what it really costs to 
tullad a battle ship, and whether or not 
the private yards have been charging 
fair prices or exorbitant ones for thelr 
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class of work. The result is sure to be 
valuable. 


“I was not impressed favorably with | 


Newport as the site for the training sta- 
tion. It developed at our hearings that 
the percentage of sick among the boys 
in winter, on account of the climatic con- 
ditiong there, has been very large; while 
the out-of-door drills ate practically aban- 
doned in winter on account of the severity 
ot the weather. I believe that a site for 
this training school should be selected 
somewhere on the south Atlantic coast.” 

Colonel Tate is strongly of the opinion 
that either the Boston navy yard or that 
at Portsmouth, N. H., should be closed 
as there is no good reason for keeping up 
two so near each other. 

‘‘We investigated the depth of water and 
the water frontage at each yard, and a 
hundred and one other things,’ contin- 
ned Colone)] Tate, ‘‘and hereafter in deal- 
ing with the yards we will know all 
about them and how to deal with them. 
The information we gained upon this in- 
spection will not only be of great value to 
the country, but in my judgment is sure 
t» result in the saving of much money 
to the government in the future appro- 
priations.’’ 


For President of the Senate. 

Hon. A. O. Blalock, of Fayette, will 
be a candidate for the next senate, and 
has informed his friends that he expects 
to make the race for the presidency of 
that body. ‘‘Bud’’ Blalock, who has. been 
a member of both houses of the general 
assembly, is one of the best-known men 
in the active politics of the gtate. He has 
hosts of friends, and if he does enter 
the race for the presidency as he now 
intends, he will make it decidedly lively 
for all other aspirants for that position. 
As things are now shaping themselves, 
it looks ag if other candidates for the 
senate presidency would be Hon, Ww. 8. 
West, of Lowndes; Hon. Walter Steed, 
of Taylor, and Hon. Murphy Candler, of 
DeKalb, all members of the present house. 


The Arbitrations. 

Comptroller Genemil Wright has been 
formaly notified by Hon, Spencer Atkin- 
son, arbitrator for the state in the matter 
of the Georgia Northern Railroad Com- 
pany’s return, that he has been unable 
to agree upon an umpire with Hon. J. 
H. Davidson, the representative of the 
company. This is the first formal notifi- 
cation of failure to agree. Under the law, 
the comptroller general will at once 
notify the governor, who will name two 
arbitrators to act with the representative 
of the company. The time is at hand 
for reports of agreement or disagree- 
ment on the part of the arbitrators naméd 
in several other cases, they having but 
thirty days from the date of their ap- 
pointment in which to agree upon an um- 
pire. The time has about expired for the 
Georgia Southern and Florida, in which 
Hon. Gunby Jordon represents thé state. 


Will Be Dropped. 

Adjutant General Robertson has been 
informed by the officials of the war de- 
partment that the second inspection re- 
quested by him for company H of the 
Fifth regiment, a Rome company, and 
troop D of the First cavairy, will not be 
granted. The first inspection of these 
companies seems to have been so unfavor- 
able that the authorities at Washington 
deem it inadvisable to give these organ- 
izations another chadce. Both of these 
companies are now in.camp with their 
respective regiments, but not at the ex- 
pense of the government, as is the case 
with the other organizations. The ex- 
penses of these two companies are borne 
by their respective regiments. The en- 
campment fund which comes from the 
government is based on the organizations 
vhich have passed the inspection; these 
having failed to meet requirements, there 


ig nothing for them. 


In Trouble Again. 


Governor Terrell has ordered Sheriff 
Knight, of Berrien, to make a new bond, 
This action is based on the request of 
G. V. Gress, formerly of Atlanta, who is 
one of the sheriff's bondsmen. It will be 
recalled that but a few weeks ago this 
official Was compeiled to make a .néew 
bond, his original bondsmen making 
charges which in their judgment war- 
ranted their seeking to be absolved of all 
responsibility for his acts. He had some 
difficulty in making a second bond, the 
governor at his request extending thé 
time. Finally he made it. Now Mr. Gress 
seeks to be excused. In casé Sheriff 
Knight is unable to make the new bond, 
the governor will deciare a vacancy in 
the office and order an election to fil) 
the vacancy.

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SUPREME COURT 


Committee Proposes Estab- 
lishment of Court of 
Appeals, 


Recent discussion over the arduous la- 
bors placed upon the judges of the su- 
preme court and the inadequate salaries 
paid to the judiciary is probably re- 
sponsible fon the action of the senate 
committee on amendments to the consti- 
tution in deciding, at its meeting yes- 
terday, to report favorably two impor- 
tant measures. 

One of these is the bill introduced by 
Senator Matthews providing for the crea- 
tion of a court of appeals, as an inter- 
mediate court designed to relieve the 
supreme court. The other is the bill pro- 
viding for increase of the salaries of the 
supreme court judges to 9,000 and of 


superior court judges at $38,500. 

The bill proving for the creation of 
the court of appeals was drawn by a 
committee of the bar association. It 
has been very carefully prepared with 
a view to fitting in perfectly in the 
present system, and in the judgment of 
the best lawyers of the senate it will 
accomplish its purpose. 

Duties of Supreme Court. 

The bill amends paragraph 6, section 2, 
article 6 of the constitution so that it 
Shall read as follows: 

The supreme court shall have no original 
jurisdiction but shall be a court alone for the 
trial and correction of errors from the su- 
perior courts and from the city courts of At 
lanta and Savannah, and such other like court 
as have been or niay hereafter be establishe:! 
in other cities, in all cases of felony, and in 
all civil cages where the amount involved in 
money or the valué of property in controversy 
exceeds one thousand dollars principal, and in 
cases respecting title to land, cases involving 
title to a public office, habeas corpus cases, 
contempt cases, or cases where an act of the 
general assembly of the state of Georgia is 
sought te be set aside as being contrary to 
the constituiton of the state of Georgia or of 
the United States, and a decision upon this 
constitutional question is made necessary, and 
for the correction of errors of law from the 
court of appeals, when established, whenever 
the supreme court shall sanction a certiorari 
from any judgment reridered by the court of 
appeals, or whenever the court of appeals 
shail certify to the supreme court any ques.- 
tions or propositions of law concerning which 
it desires the instruction of the supreme court 
for proper decigion. The supreme court shall 
sit at the seat of government at such times 
in each year as shall be prescribed by law, 
for the trial and deteremination of writs of 
error from said superior and city courts, and 
of all cases, questions and propositions that 
may be brought or submitted to the supreme 
court from the court of appeals. The fore- 
going provisions shall not apply to any case 
carried to the supreme court before the estab- 
lishment of said court of appeals, except thac 
the supreme court shall, without further 
legislation, transfer to the dourt of appeals, 
when established, all cages which by the terms 
of this pargraph are not within the jurisdic- 
tion of said supreme court, In which event the 
court of appeals shall try @1l of said cases 80 
transferred. 


The Court cf Appeals. 

The provision creating the court of ap- 
peals is in this language: 

The court of appeals shall consist of a pre- 
siding judge and four associate judges. A 
majority of the court shall constitute a quorum 
and said court shall sit at the seat of govern- 
ment at such times in each year as shal] be 
prescribed by law. When one or more of the 
judges are disqualified from deciding any case 
by interest or otherwise, the governor shal! 
designate a judge or judges of the superior 
courts to preside in said case. The presiding 
judge and the four associate judges of said 
court shall be appofnted by the governor by 
and with the advice and consent of the sen- 
ate, and the term ‘of office of the judges so 
appointed shall expire on the first day of 
January, 1907. and at the general election to 
be held on the firat Wedneeday in October, 
1906, the présiding judge and the four asso- 
ciate judges of said court of appeals shall he 
elected by the people for the terms beginning 
on the first day of January. 1907, at the same 
time and in the same manner 4s the governor 
and the state house officers are alected: al 
which é¢lection the presiding judge ehall be 
elected for a full term of six years, and four 
associate judges shall be elected as follows: 
Two Of said associate judges shall be elected 
for a term of four years and two of said as- 
eociate judges shall be elected for a term of 
two years. After said first election all term® 
except unexpired terms shall be for six years 
e@ch. In case of any vacancy which eauses 
an unexpired term the same shall be filled by 
executive appointment and the person ap- 
pointed by the governor shall hold his office 
until the next regular election and unti! his 
successor for the balance of the unexpired 
term shall have been elected ahd qualified. 
The salaries of the judges of said court of 
appeals shall bo fixed by the legislature at not 
less than three thousand dollars per annum 
for each judge. payable out of the treasury 
of the state. The court of appeale shall have 
jurisdiction for the trial and correction of 
errors from the superior courts and from the 
City courts of Atlanta and Savannah and 
such other like courts as have been or may 
hereafter be established in other cities. in all 
cases in which jurisdiction is not conferred by 
this constituton upon the supreme court. When 
a judgment of the court of appeala is taken to 
the supreme court of this estate for review the 
former court shall await the judgment of the 
latter before cé@rtifying the final result to the 
trial court. The general assembly shall pre- 
scribe the officers for said court of appeals 
and the amount of compensation, and shal! 
aiso prescribe in what manner cases shall be 
taken from the supérior and city courts to the 
court of appeals and in what manner cases 
shall be taken or certified from the court of 
appeals to the supreme court. 

The bill contains the provision that, 
In case itt Is passed by two-thirds vote 
of both houses, it shall be submitted 
in the usual way for the ratification of 


the voters at the next general election. 
Other Proposed Amendments. 

The bill for the increase of salaries of 
judges of the supreme and_ superior 
courts is also in the form of an amend- 
ment to the constitution. 

At the same meeting at which these 
bills were finally acted upon the @om- 
mittee gave its approval to the bill of 
Senator Comas providing for amend- 
ment to the constitution so as to give 
justices.of the peace jurisdiction in suits 
in trover where thé amount involved is 
$100 or less. 

Special School Districts. 

A bill creating a special school district 
in Cobb county was the cause of the 
senate’s submitting to its committee on 
constitutional amendments the question 
whether such bills are constitutional. 
The house has passed a number of such 
measures. When they cate up before 
the senate committee on education, grave 
doubts of their constitutionality were 
raised; but the committee was strongly 
urged to approve them as being purely 
local measures. With eonsidérable reluc- 
tance on the part of some members of 
the committee this was done. 

Ten of the house bills so approved 
by the committee came up for third 
reading in the senate. The first was 
that te incorporate the Leonard school 
district in Cobb. When it had been taken 
up Senator Ledford moved that it be 
referred to the committee on constitu- 
tional amendments, of which Senator 
Perry is chairman. Senator Perry ex-+ 
plained the situation in a brief speech. 
He said it is understood that both the 
goverhor and the attorney general re- 
gard these bills as unconstitutional, and 
that at best there are grave doubts 
whether they should be passed. A num- 
ber of senators though the question ot 
constitutionality should be most thor- 
oughly investigated, and for that reason 
supported Senator Ledford’s motion. 
This prevailed, and the committee took 
the bill with the understanding that the 
governor and the attorney general would 
be consulted. 

It ig contended by some senators that 
the genesis of some of these bills, though 


he all of them, is found in the desire 


of oppoments of the local cquaty com-

created the effect ig to take them from 
the jurisdiction of the county s¢hool 
commissioners and place them directly 
under the state commissioner, as is the 
case with the various city systems. If 
this special legislation is followed in 
any degree the result would, it is 
thought, be a serious disruption of the 
general public school system of the state, 
and this, it is believed,'is unconstitu- 
tional. The committee, after discussing 
the matter briefly, referred the question 
to a subcommittee consisting of Senators 
Perry and Hopkins. Both of these sen- 


this proposed legislation is unconstitu- 
tional, 


To Quiet Titles. 

Senator Perry yesterday introduced a 
dill whose purpose is to quiet the titles 
to land in certain cases. Senator Perry's 
bill provides that ‘“‘from and after the 
first day of January, 1905, no action or 
sult at law or in equity shall be insti- 
tuted for the recovery of any land in this 
State by or in behalf of any: person where 
the defendant or those under whom he 
holds has been in continuous adverse 
possession of said land for a period of 
twenty years prior to the commence- 
ment of said action or suit, provided 
such possession has been under a duly 
recorded deed or deeds.” The minority 
or other disability of the plaintiff or 
those under whom he holds during the 
whole or any part of said period of 
twenty years shall not in any manner 
affect the running of the limitation pro- 
vided fpr in this act. 

Senator Perry believes such a law 
would be the simplest and best way to 
séttle the uncertainties which so often, 
under the existing system, hang over 
land titles in Georgia. This is now the 
law in Alabama, where it works admira- 
bly. He does not think this would work 
injury in one case out of ae million, 
whereas by making the titles certain, 
it would work a great bénefit in mil- 
lions of cases and would result in in- 
creasing land values throughout the 
state.

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STILL AN ISSUE 


Councilmen Are Preparing for 
Additional Legislation 


In the Event the House Fails To 
Adopt the Pending Oharter 
Amendment Council Will 
Again Have Before It 
Warren Ordinance. 


The fact that the question of the po- 
lice board succession will not be a dead 
issue even in the event the proposed 
charter amendment is not put into the 
organic law of the municipality has de- 
veloped during the past few days. 

If the house of: representatives fails 
to adopt the proposed amendment coun- 
cil will most probably again take up the 
question and dispose of it by ordinance. 

The only difference between the char- 
ter amendment and the proposed ordi- 
nance is that the charter amendment 
will affect Dr. Amos Fox and George E. 
Johnson, forcing their resignations, while 
the ordinance that will be proposed to 
council for adoption will first affect W. 
O. Jones. In 1905 it will render Captain 
J. W. English, Captain W. H. Brother- 
ton and 8. W. Day ineligible for reelec- 
tion. 

The fear that the house of represent- 
atives will fail to adopt the _ charter 
amendment ts expressed by certain mem- 
bers of council who are in favor of put- 
ting the amendment into the organic 
law, and for that reason they are already 
discussing what course they will pursue 
in the event of the failure of the house 
of representatives to adopt the measure. 

The charter amendment referred to is 
the one that was Introduced in the state 
Senate by Senator Howell. It makes 
members of the police board ineligible 
for reelection until the expiration of 
three years after their terms of Office. 
It also provides for a board of five mem- 
bers. This bill was drawn by Cfty At- 
torney Mayson and was a result of the 
findings of the spetial council committee. 
of which Councilman Key was chairman 
and which investigated the police depart- 
ment. 

A feature of the ordinane that is in 
contemplation for passage by council in 
the event the legislature fails to adopt 
the charter amendment is that it is the 
same ordinance that was introduced some 
time ago by Councilman Warren. 

Polite board affairs in council are at 
present in such condition that those who 
voted against it when it was presented 
by Councilman Warren will now rein- 
troduce it and vote for it, while those 
who favored it upon the former occasion 
will most likely oppose it, 


QUICK CABLING FROM ROME. 


How Associated Press Handted’ News 
from Vatican. 
New York Times: Melville E. Stone, 


general manager of the Associated Press, 
has been the recipient of many congrat- 
ulatory messages on account of the ee- 
markable servic? rendered the bureau by 
its corresp.>»d21:3 in Rome before ana 
since the dvath of Pope Leo Xill. Yea- 
terday Mr. Stone characterized the work 
of the correspondents as truly rema-ka- 
Lie, and salt ther ee suickness with 
which some of the cables concerning the 
pontiff's condition were handled was mar- 
velous. Of the service between New York 
and Rome, Mr. Stone, when asked how it 
was possible that it could have been 
maintained at such high stanugard, 
said: 

“The telegraphic service from Rome was 
the result of arrangements effected by the 
general manager of the Associated Pregs 
during his visit to Europe last year. 
Upon the suggestion of Ambassador Cam- 
bon, M. Delcasse, the French minister of 
foreign affairs, took a lively interest in 
the work of expediting the Associated 
Press service. He noi oniy enlisted his 
co-‘league, the minister of posts and tel- 
egraphs of France, in the work, but in-' 
structed M. Barrere, the French atabas- 
sSador to Italy, to use his good offices 
with the Italian government. Signor 
Galimberti, the Italian minister of com- 
munications, joined heartily in the effort. 
As a result, messages which formerly 
took from five to six hours from Rone 
to New York are now transmitted in 
much less than an hour. A number of 
the bulletins upon the pope’s condition 
were transmitted from the vatican, which 
is over 2 miles from the central tele- 
graph office in Rome, to the Associated 
F'ress office in New York in twelve, four- 
teen and sixteen minutes. 

“This involved transmission -by tele- 
phone from the vatican to the Associated 
Press office, adjoining the ¢Ccntrat tele- 
graph bureau in Rome, dispatch by tele- 
graph to Paris, relay to Brest, and cabling 
by the French Cable Company to New 
York, and, finally, retransmission by short 
wire from the New York office of the 
French Cable Company t» the main office 
of the Associated Press in the Western 
Union building, 195 Broadway. 

“One bulletin thus transmitted yester- 
day occupied precisely nine minutes from 
the vatican. When the condition of the 
holy father became critical, competent 
men were ordered to Rome from thé As- 
sociited Press offices in London, Paris, 
and Vienna to assist the local Italian 
bureau. Notwithstanding the formalities 
which must be. observed, they were able 
to put themselves in touch with the au- 
thorities at the vatican in such fashion 
as to enable them to present a graphic 
picture at all times, including the most 
minute detai!, and the inforwation was 
forwarded with amazing celerity. 

“It is interesting to note that it fre- 
quently took less time to transmit a bul- 
letin from the vatican than to send one 
by wireless telegraphy from Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s Erin off Sandy Hook. Finally, 
the bulletin announcing the pope’s death 
was received in New York in time to 
transmit it to London and deliver it to 
the papers of the British capital in ad- 
vance of the receipt of a like bulletin dil- 
rect from Rome.” 

Mr. Stone said he had cabled his ap- 
preciation of the service to the French 
and Italian ministers of foreign affairs. 
as well as to the postal authorities and 
chief director of the French Cable Com- 
pany.

Reliance Led the Constitution and 
Columbia in the Race Yester- 
day, and Then Committee 
Decided — No More 
Trial Races.

Newport, R. I., July 27.—After today’s 
race between thee Reliance, the Constitu- 
tion and the Columbia, in which Reliance 
again demonstrated her superiority over 
the two, the challenge committee of the 
New York Yacht Club selected the Re- 
liance as the defender of the America’s 
cup. It was also decided to discontinue 
the trial races. 

Messrs, Morgan, of the Columbia, and 
Belmont, of the Constitution, were per- 
fectly satisfied with the choice of the 
committee. They are both of the opinion 
that the Reliance is the fastest of the 
trio. 

From the showing of the threee boats 
during the season the Reliance is fairly 
entitled to be the defending vessel. In 
every race she has crossed the finish 
line ahead and has Jost but few events 
on time allowance. -It is probable the 
defender will proceed to Bristol for a 
thorough overhauling. | 

The three yachts raced over a leeward 
and windward course today. There was 
a puffy northwester of 15 miles strength 
blowing when the starting signal was 
Biven at 11:30. The Reliance was first 
to cross the line. The Constitution 
crossed soon after. and the Columbia fol- 
lowed a couple of seconds behind the 
handicap gun at 11:32. 

The Constitution ran by the Reliance 
Shortly after the start, ang at 11:40, 
when the Columbia was almost on even 
terms with her, but the Reliance set her 
spinnaker fiying on the starboard. The 
new boat felt the effect immediately 
and slowly regained the stretch of water 
that separated her from the Constitutfon. 
A mile from the turn the Reliance got by 
the Constitution and turned the mark 
just ahead of her. Meantime the Co- 
lumbia had fallen away in the rear. 

Hauling sheets around the mark the 
Reliance began beating out to the weath- 
er of the Constitution, They went about 
on the port tack about 2:10, and after 
that the new boat drew ahead and to 
windward sfeadily. The Columbia sailed 
a fast race to windward and by a fortu- 
nate slant of wind close under the New- 
port shore hauled up so much on the 
Constitution that the latter barely beat 
her across the finish line.

Work on the Quilding Will 
begin. Today 


Will Be Constructed by Adler Es- 
tate at Cost of $23,000, and 
Leasec. to the Government. 

Will Be Modern in 
Every Respect. 


Work will begin this morning on At- 
lanta’'s south side postdffice station, the 
purpese of which is to relieve the pres- 
ent crowded condition of the main office 
and to afford increased facilities to the 
citizens of the south side. The new 
station will be located at the corner of 


| South Pryor and Mitchel) streets, directly 


across from the telephone exchange. 

William Adler, representing the Adler 
estate, which owns the site, has awarded 
the contract for the new building to Grif- 
fin & Fitts. and they will this morning 
place a force of men at work excavating 
preparatory to the crection of the struc- 
ture. 


™he total cost of the building will ag- 
giegate $23,000. The government is to 
have nothing t odo with the building 
until it is ready for occupancy by the 
new station. It will be erected by the 
Adler estate and then leased to the gov- 
ernment. 

The building, plans for which were re- 
cently completed by Architect W. F. Den- 
ny, is to be three stories in height, in 
addition to a basement, and will be con- 
structed of light colored brick and terra 
cotta, Large plate glass windows will 
adorn the ground floor on both the Pryor 
and Mitchell street sides. The postoffice 
will be located in the corner of the ground 
floor and will have a floor space of 31% 
by 8&8 feet, The remainder of the ground 
floor will be divided into three stores, 
each about 23 feet wide and extending 
the full length of the building. The di- 
mensions of the whole building are 106 
by 88 feet. 

Modern and Up to Date. 

The postoffice will be modern in all of 
its different details, and will be equipped 
with all up-to-date conveniences for the 
handling of the mails. It will be a com- 
plete postoffice, just the same as the 
main office, although not on as large a 
scale. Mail will be received there and 
delivered by carriers, money orders will 
be issued and cashed, and all other post- 
office business will be transacted. 

The public lobby will contain 450 square 
feet of space and along this will be 
arranged the different departments, as 
follows; Superintendent’s office, money 
Order department, registry department, 
stamp window, letter and paper drops, 
general delivery window, 170 lock boxes 
and carriers’ delivery window.

| THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, July 27.~—The failure of an- 
Other stock exchange firm, announced 
shortly after the opening this morning, 
renewed the feeling of nervousness and 
prices were again forced to a lower 
level. Ther? were viéfent declines in some 
of the stocks, in which the failed firm 
was immediately interested. A number 
of the standard railroad stOcks at the 
same time sold down from 1 to 2 points 
urder Saturday’s level. But even during 
this period of initial weakness there was 
manifest a good absorption of @tOcks and 
points of strength persisted against the 
depression. Later in the day, When it 
was seen that no further failures were 
to be announced, the tone of the market 
became very strong and the early losses 
were wiped out even in the weak stocks, 
while the general level of the market 
rose to a substantial level over lagt night. 
The demand was especially conspicuous 
for New York Central, St. Paul, South- 
ern Pacific, Reading, Pennsylvania, IIll- 
nois Central and stocks of a like sub- 
stantial grade. Some large orders were 
executed in all of the stocks and at 
other points throughout the market, so 
that prices ended the day from 1 to over 
S points above Saturday’s level for prom- 
inent stocks and at much wider ad- 
vances for some of the less active is- 
sues. Only a few of the inactive stocks 
showed such violent falls as have char- 
acterizeal the recent market, which point- 
ed to a conclusion that there was less 
pressure to close out unmarketable se- 
curities figuring as collateral In loans, 
and an improvement in facilities for se- 
curing accommodation. The recent con- 
traction of crédit ip the stock market 
has been largely due to distrust of such 
Operations as those in which the re- 
cently failed firms have been largely 
engaged, involving as they did inflation 
and manipulation of the values of securl- 
ties. The letting out of this inflation 
has really brought a sense of relief from 
the oppression of artificial conditions 
hanging over the market and gustained 
with difficulty. These held-over projects’ 
are quite apparent from the earlier ones 
in which the syndicates were success- 
ful in holding up pticeg until their hold- 
ings were taken off their hands and 
which have left behind them also their 
train of financial distress ang disap- 
pcintments. But with the passing of 
the syndicate interests in these and the 
abandonment of the artificial support, 
the stocks have beeh allowed to sink 
to the level natural to the changes in 
their status. The recent failures repre- 
sent the abandonment of efforts to sus- 
tain by main strength the prices of se- 
curities the market for which has passed, 
and the closing up of affairs which re- 
sulted is the cause of sensible rellfef in 
the stock market.
